THE “BLIND POOL,’ 


A Wealthy Boarding House Keep- 
er’s Specula tion in Cotton. 


_ —

How Miss Laura Hough Was Induced to Put 
Up a Round Sum—Buying Out the Mythic 
al „Mr. Hinckley’s” Profit—A Peculiar 
Transaction Which Cast Suspicion Upon 
a Well-Known Cotton Commission Firm— 
A Compromise and Charges Before the 
Cotton Exchange. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 11.—The Cotton Exchange 
is excited over charges which have been preferred 
by three of its members against Ewen Brothers, a 
large and well-known cotton comunission house, at 
No. 81 Broad street. If these charges are well 
founded it would appear that this firm has been 
carrying on, in a more limited way, thd “blind 
pool” business, which proved the ruin of Grant & 
Ward, and blasted Governor Cornell's hopes of a 
renomination. The firm is composed of John M. 
Ewen and Warren Ewen, both young men, but who 
have been doing a large business in the Exchange, 
where they enjoyed a good reputation. They lived 
in rich style in Flushing, L. L, yet they have bees 
arraigned before the Supervisory Com- 
mittee on charges of unmerchantable 
conduct. Yesterday the trial of the 
case was concluded. Mr. F. E. Coadington, the 
attorney, summed up for the complainants 
and Mr. William I. Flagg for the 
firm. Decision is expected to-day. The Ewens 
believe that it will in their favor. The 
system under which the Ewen brothers are charged 
with conducting the objectionable transactions was 
by informing their customers that 

A LIQUIDATED POOL 

had been formed; that oneof the members had 
been obliged to retire, and by special favor, “you 
can step in and take his place, and the profits al- 
ready accrued.” There is talk on the Exchange of 
widespread transactions, but the only case brought 
to the attention ofthe Supervisory Committee was 
that of Mrs. Laura Hough, who keeps a fashionable 
boarding-house at No. 245 West Fourteenth 
street. It is alleged that this lady was 
applied to on the 3d of July last, by Ewen Bros., to 
put $6,000 into a liquidated pool in eotton. One of 
the parties, so it was represented to her, had be- 
come financially involved by the Grant & Ward 
failure, and had been obliged to withdraw his 
interest from the pool. The latter had already 
made a profit, but, by the terms of the agreement, 
the profit was not to be divided till September. 
The pool was a big thing,” and no doubt of it. 
Mrs. Hough alleges that she was assured that her 
profit on the $6,000 would be $800, She declined to 
invest $6,000, but agreed to put $3,000 into the pool, 
being guaranteed $800, the same as if her invest- 
ment had been $6.000. September, however, passed 
without Mrs. Hough hearing anything of her 
$3,800. On October 4. however, she received a 
note informing her that the firm needed from $1,500 
to $2,000 to carry for her interest in the pool. 
Against this assessment Mrs. Hough protested un- 
til the firm said they thought they could still 

CARRY HER WITHOUT ANY ASSESSMENT. 
Meanwhile, Mrs. Hough consulted some 
of her gentlemen boarders, who advised her to 
demand a statement by all means. This,it is alleged, 
the firm refused to produce. Then Mrs. Hough 
brought a suit, of which, strange to say, no public 
account has been made, before Judge Barrett in 
the Supreme Court. Her counsel demanded an ex- 
amination of Ewen Bros.’ books. This Judge Bar- 
rett ordered. Then Ewen Bros. consented to a com- 
promise,and gave Mrs. Hough their check for 
$2.700 and $800 in cash, $3.500 in all, or within $390 
of the entire amount she was promiged. This case 
was considered sufficient to base a complaint upon, 
and the firm was summoned before the 
supervisory committee of the Exchange, Mr. War 
ren Ewen is the Exchange member of the firm, and 
itis upon him that the punishment,if any, will 
fall. The Post-Dispatcn correspondent called upon 
the brothers yesterday afternoon. Mr. Flagg, their 
attorney, was found with them.

On July 3, she came to them forthe purpose of mak- 
ing a further deposit of $8,000 on the same account, 
She then asked Ewen Bros. to carry out an arrange- 
ment which she had made with her friend, Mr. 
Hinckley, who was alsoa .customer of the firm, 
whereby Hinckley had agreed that if ghe should al- 
low her $300 to take the place of $3,000 he had in 
the office, be would give her the $800 profits in the 
pool upon the share the $3,000 represented at the 
then current prices. She was not to have any risk 
of decline on contracts in the pool. Mrs. Hough 
asked the Ewens if they would take Mr. Hinckley's 
guarantee of $3,800to come to her outof this 
pool the same as they did the $3,000 cash margin in 
her personal account, Hinckley agreeing that that 
amount of cash could be taken out of the pool for 
her when it was closed in September. The Ewenus 
accepted his guarantee. and credited Mrs. Hough 
with $3,800 that day, and against it bought cotton 
for her personal account.

TRADE TRIBULATIONS. 


Depressed Condition of the Dry Goods 
Business Causing Reduged Salaries. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, December 11.—There isa general de- 
pression in the dry goods trade, due to the closing 
of mills and the gloomy character of the business 
outlook. This depression is rumored to have given 
rise to a reduction of from 10 to 20 per cent in the 
salaries of the employes of several large dry goods 
houses in this city, including Bates, Reed & Cooley, 
H. B. Claflin & Co., and Tefft, Weller & Co. 

A Post-DispatToH correspondent called yesterday 
upon several prominent dry goods men, but obtained 
little definite information in confirmation or in de- 
nial of these rumors. None, however, denied that 
there were reductions, except James McVicker of 
E. S. Jaffray & Co., who denied any knowledge of 
general reductions, either in his own or other firms. 
Joseph H. Weller said: We have made reductions, 
but simply as a matter of business, thinking that 
the men could be replaced for a less sum than 
that which we are paying them. For seven years, 
since our firm has been transacting business on 


its own basis, we have every year advanced the 
salaries of those who have been in our empioyment 
from the beginning. This year, while we stili ad- 
vance many of the younger clerks, as much as in 
former years, we have 
CUT DOWN THE SALARIES 

of some ofthe better paid employes, because we 
think that they did not fully earn the money they 
received. Our action has not been prompted by 
fear of a bad season. We have about 300 employes, 
and of these not more than 5 ver cent have been re- 
duced. The reductions were cheerfully received by 
the men. We gave them as long a time as they 
wished to decide whether they would seek occupa- 
tion elsewhere or accept the reduced salaries which 
we offered. They have all decided to remain with 
us, except those who had revious'y determined to 
go into some other line of business. 

Levi M. Bates said that there were some reduc- 
tions of salaries among the employes of his firm. 
The salaries of about 25 per ceut of the einploves 
would, he said, be reduced from 10 to 15 per cent. 
When asked the reason of this re- 
duction he explained that the salaries 
were in proportion to the amount of sales, 
and that, as business had not been so active this fall 
as last year, some reductions bad foliowed. On the 
other hand, there were many clerks whose salaries 

been advanced. en asked whether the de- 
pression in trade could be traced to the result of 
the Presidential election, Mr. Bates auswered: That 
J cannot say. It was a great disappointment to ail 
Republicans, but it may prove to be a blessing in 
the end.“ Daniel Robinson of H. B. Claflin & Co. 
and W. P. Buckley of Dunham, Buckley & Co.,were 
both reticent on the subject, and simply said that 
advances and reductions were constantly being 
made according to the abilities of the men and the 
demands of business.

Friends Advise His Wife to Have Him 
Placed Under Restraint- Mr. McCulk 
lough Not Inclined to Acton the Sugges- 
tion—The Actor’s Mind Declared to be 
Perfectly Sound—Mapleson and Nevada 
A Row Between the Manager and the 
Singer.

New York, December 11.—Some of the friends of 
Mr. John McCullough, the tragedian, have been 
Suygesting to his wife, who lives in Philadelphia, 
the advisanility of placing him immediately in 
some retreat forthe insane. The place proposed 
is Kirkbride’s Asylum. Mrs. McCullough, who has 
none but the kindliest feelings toward her husband, 
although they have been separated for a number of 
years, is considerably troubled about the matter, 
but will probably take no steps. To those who 
know the actor best, and have seen him most fre- 
quently since his difficulties in Chicago, such a 
course seems quite unnecessary. Mr. McCullough 
has given no indication whatever that he is unabie 
to take care of himself, or, in fact, that heis to any 
marked extent worse off at presentin his mental 
capacity than he has been ever since he first came 
to the Atlantic coast. The only thing of moment 
he has done was to withdraw from the society of 
some of his friends who, while 
ACTUATED BY THE BEST MOTIVES, 
certainly gave him reason to doubt their intentions. 
In order to get Mr. McCullough to come 
east from Chicago he was positively 
and repeatedly promised that as 86 soon 
as election was over his company should be 
organized so that he could resume his tour of the 
country. When the election had passed he simply 
undertook to carry out the programme, and it was, 
surely, nota matter of any great surprise that he 
should feel very deeply annoyed over the failure of 
bis friends to keep good their word with him. He 
went out to St. Louis and other cities, as has al- 
ready been described in the papers, and returning 
to New York he took up his residence 
at the Sturtevant House. Ever since then 
Mr. McCullough has been quietly living here and 
doing nothing whatever of an unusual or striking 
description. Almost any afternoon he may be met 
walking up or down Broadway conversing pleas- 
antly with friends, and in all respects behavine 
himself like a well-ordered and evenly-balanced cit- 
izen. Itis believed that the people who have ap- 
proached bis wife with a view to having him locked 
up received their information wholly from

concerning bis doings. To those who 
have most closely watched the tragedian, 
the thought that he may do harm to himself, or to 
anybody else, seems particularly absurd.

Testimony Before the Coroner's In- 
"quest To-Day—What the Witnesses

The dead body ef Alma Rose Bishop still lies 
stark and pitiful in the back parlor of 1410 Olive 
street, but the mystery which wrapped itself 
about her death is gradually being dispelled. The 
post · mortem examination made by the order of 
the Coroner has disclosed the fact that the death 
was the result of an abortion supposed to have 
been criminally performed. The cause of 
death is said to have been puer- 
peral peritonitis, which is the common 


uel to this crime. The post mortem was held 
at Dr. Rutledge’s residence by Dr. J. C. Nidelet. 
Dr. W. B. Dorsett, and Dr. L. Atwood. The result 
showed that death camo only after the most horri- 
ble torture, which gives the lie to much that has 
been said ahout the peaceful manner in which the 
dead girl passed away. Among the other queer 
features of the case Dr. Rutl 's contradictory 
statements as to the decease, ara remarkable. He 
told a reporter for a morning paper that peritonitis 
was the disease on the. night when the first inquiry 
began. In the most tive manner 
stated to several gentlemen, the next day, among 
whom was a Post-Dispatch reporter, that it was a 
malicious and intentional he that he had said she 
died of peritonitis, that what he had said was 
that she had died of — Td-day the doctor 
has gone back to his first statement, claiming that 
he has never made any other. 

THE BIGGEST PIECE OF EVIDENCE

I would have shown her out of the office at 
once, but there was something very appeaiing 
about ber. and tried to reason. with 
her. I pointed out to her the imminent danger of 
death following the course which she seemed to 
have determined upon, to say nothing of the crime, 
Nothing that | could say nad any effect upon her. 
She tried first to get mie to perform thé operation 
by offering inoney, and when that failed she still 
continued the effort. At last she asked me if 1 
could not direct her to some doctor who would do 
as she desired. [again told her that I would not;

The National Health Conference, 
Wasainaton, D. C., December 11.—At the second 
day's session of the National Conference of Health 
Boards delegates from various cities continued the 
presentation of sanitary eports. Dr. Raymond, 
Health Officer of Brook said that all ponds in 
that city had been filled up and other san- 
tary precautions adopted. An Italian Inspec- 
tor, employed in the Italian quarter, prevents 


the accumulation of filt.. Dr. Raymond thought 
that the surface wells should be closed, privy vaults 
removed and sewers kept flushed. 

Erastus Brooks of the State Soard of New York 
reported that ample precautions had been taken in 
the cities of New York aad Brooklyn to prevent the 
spread of contagious diseases, and he believed those 


cities were well prepared to resist 
the introduction of cholera. Dr. Smith 
of New York delivered a short address 


upon the water supply of that city, in which he 
urged that thé supply frota wells should be abso- 
lutely mterdicted by the authorities, saying that 
there was danger in every case from the use of such 
water unless chemical analysis showed its absolute 
purity. 

C. W. Rowland of Cincinnati said that the health 
officers were making every effort to put that city 
in a vood sanitary condition, and prevent the accu- 
mulation of filth. 

Dr. Iddings of Dayton, Ohio, reported the death 
rate in that city above the average, which was at- 
tributed to the quite general use of old- 
fashioned privy vaults and cess pools. Reports 
were also presented by Mr.Gray of Pittsburg and Dr. 
Germer of Erie, Pa. The latier gave a humorous 
description of difficulties encountered by the local 
heath board in the effort to put the town and coua- 
ty in a good sanitary condition. As for disinfectants, 
he said he did not believed in their 
efficiency.

Minister Foster Confident That Con- 
gress Will Confirm It.

An Importer’s Views—Deceived Stamp OCol- 
lectors—An Absurd Idea—Smokers at the 
White House—Hayes Not Fond of the 
Weed—The Great Eastern's“ Return. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Minister Foster, who nego- 
tiated the new reciprocity treaty with Spain, says 
he believes thers will be no serious difficulty attend- 
ing its confirmation by Congress. He will remain 
here during the session to aid so far as may be the 
work of its confirmation, giving what advice and in- 
formation he may on the subject. He says frankly 
thet this is to end his diplomatic work, and that it 
was with this in view that he went abroad. He does 
not believe that the terms of the treaty are such as 
to cause any great importation of tobacco from 
Cuba or elsewhere sufficient toat all affect the pro- 
duction here. The sugar growers, he admits, will 
oppose the treaty very vigorously, and will have 
occasion to, in the fact that it will reduce the price 
of sugar materially. 

It is a little curious that just at the moment of 
Mr. Fecster’s arrival here the suggestion should 
come through the National Republican's editorial 
columns that the sugar growers should be compen- 
sated for their loss by this treaty by a system of 
“bounties” for sugar produced equal to the amount 
in which the tariff removal reduces the value of 
their sugar. Thus, the new treaty would, 
if accepted, not only reduce the revenues $50,000,- 
000, but cause the payment in bounties of millions 
more. The importers of fine cigars are evidently 
going to favor the treaty. They are beginning to 
get their work in on the Senate already. A large 
importer, who retails to the best custom of the city, 
is reported as being firing terse arg ments into the 
Senators, favoring the treaty, as they come to his 
stand for cigars. “If you fail to confirm the treaty,” 
he puts it, “you will benefit two towns in Florida, 
while if you do confirm it you benefit the whole 
county.“ The “two-for-a-quarter” kind of cigars, 
he says, cost about two anda half cents in Cuba, 
and the tariff on them under the present law is six 
and a half cents each, making the cost to the 
importer about nine cents The result of the re- 
duction will be, he thinks, to cut down the selling 
price slightly and increase the weight of the cigars 
materially. It will bring in a class of goods.“ he 


said, that we have been deprived of since 1862, and 


will not affect the price of domestic goods below a 
certain grade. In all goods less in price than two 
for a quarter this country can beat the world. No 
country can rival us on our five cent cigars.” 

A MILLION STAMPS. 
Even so intelligent a people as those of this coun- 
try do get some mighty queer notions into their 
heads sometimes. Among the oddest of the thou- 
sands of odd notions shown to be extant by the cor- 
respondence of the various departments, is one 
which relates to a million postage stamps.” It 
seems,” said a gentleman familiar with the work of 
the departments, talking of the matter, that in 
some way, years ago, the story got out that who- 
ever should save up a million cancelled postage 
stamps and present them at the department would 
be entitled to a very large sum of money. I don't 
remember the sum, but it runs away up, may be a 
hundred thousand, may be a million. I don't re- 
member, and it don't make any difference as to the 
result, for, of course, the story is all a humbug. 
How it got out I don’t know, but it is floating round 
the country yet, and there are people m intelligent 
communities who yet believe itand are saving up 
stamps. Why, there wasone woman up in New 
England who actually accumulated stamps until 
she had some seventy-five thousand, and finally 
getting tired, and seeing thatshe was going to die 
before she could get the million, wrote the depart- 
ment, asking if she could get a pro rata sum for 
what she had, or if she could ‘pool’ her collection 
with that of others and then divide the money with 
them after getting them. Of course she was unde- 
ceived by the department, but, after a good deal of 
labor thrown away, for it is no small task to gather 
75,000 stampa, even if you have a Sunday-school to 
help you in it, as some of those who have gathered 
them syst atically have done.” 
“But surely there is no such ridiculous idea ex- 
tant at this day? 
“Isn't there? Well, I can tell you of people in this 
very city of Washington, within sight of the Post 
Office Department, who are, at this very time, sav- 
ing up stamps as industriously as the heathens of 
far away England ever did, and with the same 
idea.” 


SMOKERS IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 
“So the White House is to have another smoker,” 
said an old attache of that establishment as he 
carefully nursed a fragrant Havana and watched 
the rings of smoke ascend toward the frescoed 
ceiling.

THE LEMAN-BRAND CONTEST. 


Henry Biehl Charged with Abstracting the 
Genuine Ballots. 

Cuicago, Devember II.—- Arthur Gleason, chief 
deputy in County Clerk Ryan’s office, makes public 
a statement this morning, under his own signature, 
charging Henry Biehl, one of the employes in the 
County Clerk's office, with having abstracted the 
envelope containing the ballots of the second pre- 
cinct, Kighteenth Ward, and thereby allowing a 
substitution of the forged ballots found in the en- 
velope when the same was opened by the Federal 


Grand Jury. Gleason relates that the envelope in 
uestion was placed with others in a large box in 
the County Clerk’s vault, and nailed up on the day 
the county canvassing board closed its labors, and 
when first the impression had been created that 
fraud had been perpetrated. Mr. Ryan sent word to 
Gleason to take good care of the returns. On re- 
ceipt of this message, Gleasdh says he called to his 
assistance Henry Biehl, Wm. J, Sweeney and Will- 
iam Hayer, clerks in the office. Search was made 
for the returns, Biehl finding them 
in a hailed chest, whereupon 
two other searchers were directed not to look any 
longer. Gleason then went to attend to other dic 
ties. Biehl soon afterward informed Gleason he 
had placed them in one of the ten drawers in th» 
vault, numbered 244, The only person knowing the 
exact drawer in which these ballots had been 
placed were Biehl and Gleason. Gleason says 
did not pérsonaliy make the examination of drawer 
244 to ascertain whether Biehl info him cor. 
rectly or not, but took it for granted he did, Hedi 
not go to the drawer until November W. when he 
found them there. Previous to that he de- 
clares he never had the envelope in his hands. 

The vault in which these ballots were kept was 
locked with a combination, the combination being 
known only to four persons, Henry Biehl, John 
Shield, John O’Laughlin and Gleason. The ballots 
were inthe vault where the combination 
was known only to the four persons, and their loca- 
tion but to two, Biehl and Gleason. Gleason then 
says the evidence shows, beyond a doubt. that the 
change in the bailots was made while in the vauit 
of the County Clerk's 
shows neither Shield nor O Laughlin knew where 
they were placed, and it would have been exceed- 
— difficult for any one not knowing their exact 
location to fina them. The ballots having been taken 
from the vault on the afternoon of Nov, 21, either 
Biehl or himself is guilty.As he declares that he did 
not commit the crime.it could have been committed 
by no other person than Biehl, and he, therefore, 
charges him with its perpetration. The two per- 
sons now directly char with the crime are Jos. 
C. Mackin, secretary of the Cook County Democratic 
Central Committee, who ordered the bogus tickets 
printed, and Biehl with the abstraction of the en- 
velope containing the original ballots.

Fou may believe this caused a sensation. It proved 
that the rumors current so long had some founda- 
tion. The Indians were strangers at the post. They 
belonged to a different tribe from any ever seen 
there before, and they pointed out 
vaguely, in a southeasterly on, 
when asked whence they had come. Of course, 
they had the usual carouse, and at last they loaded 
up with guns, calicoes, beads and whisky and 
started for home. Two Frenchmen who were at 
de post tracked them across the wilderness, 
shadowing them like a pair of detectives, and after 
atramp of over four hundred miles—about a hun- 
dred miles further than from St. Louis to Chicago 
—through incredible 3 and sufferings they 
at last tracked them to According to the 
story the home of these was in the of 
hills between Crooked Lake and Superior, south of 
Pigeon river, in what is now the State of Minneso- 
ta. They did more than this; they found the Indian 
Mine, and its wealth was beyond all the stories told 
of it. In a grotto of rotten rock 
THE VIRGIN SILVER 
was to be seen veining the sides in direction. 
The two men marked down the on of the 
mine as closely as could be, taking a number of 
land marks, so that there could be no 
mistake, The mine stood at the head of 
a long serpentine ravine which trended southeast. 
Ihen they loaded up with all the silver they could 
carry, and started back. All this time the Indians 
knew nothing of their visits. Well they toiled 
1 and days, borne down by the weight 
at last one of them sickened and died 


an exhaustive one. The body of the other explorer 
was found, as wasalso the silver hidden on the 
road, but the mine itself was not come 
upon. There is an old Canadian 
that everybody calls Leon, who is occasionally to be 
seen in Duluth, where he comes to buy stores, who 
is the son of one of the men that were at the post 
when the survivor of the two first finders back. 
This Leon bas done nothing all his life but hunt for 
that mine. He has got old papers describing its lo- 
cation as closely as possible, but he has never found 
it, although there is not a ravine in those hilis that 
he has not examined. He will keep up the hunt till 
he dies, of course, and he may find it—stranger 
things have happened.“ 

“Do you believe the story?" 

“Certainly Ido. It may be rated, but that 
the Indians knew of some great silver deposit no- 
body who has frequented the North Shore has any 
doubt.

The Trial of Young Spilker for the 
Murder of His Partner.

The Curious Romance Which is Tied Up in 
the Case—A Plucky Little Woman Who 
Sacrificed All for Love—Progress of the 
Case To-Day. 


Fred Spilker was put upon trial for his life in the 
Criminal Court to-day for the murder of Ernst 
Kornhardt, his business partner. Spilker came to 
this country about two years ago, having with him 
a small fortune of two or three thousand dollars. 
the sum of his earnings and his patrimony. Nat- 
urally of a thrifty and industrious turn, Spilker lost 
no time in looking about him for occupation in his 
new home. In this country he met Ernst Kornhardt, 
with whom he had been raised in their native village 
in Westphalia. Kornhardt had been in this country 
several years. When Spilker arrived with his little 
supply of money Kornhardt at once suggested that 


they go into the saloon business, which promised the 
biggest profits and the smallest outlay. Spiiker 
was persuaded to go into the scheme in which 
Kornhardt was to furnish the experience. Disa- 
4 — arose about the management and Spil- 
cer objected to Kornhardt taking the money from 
the till and not coming to keep his watch in the 
saloon. These quarrels led to a fight on the night 
of November 23, 1883, when Spilker shot and killed 
Kornhardt. When the police arrived at the place 
they found Spilker up stairs in hisroom and Korn- 
hardt's body in the saloon. The only witness to 
the murder was a drunken frequenter of the place, 
who was unable to give any account of the shooting. 
He is now in Chicago, but an effort will be made 
to bring him back here to the trial. Spilker, who 
Speaks only in German, was committed to Jail, 
where he spent his last Christmas. The case was 
set for the January term of the Criminal Court, but 
was continued, apd the prisoner was recommitted 
to his jail cell.
